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REMARKS 
Summary of the Decision on Appeal from BPAI 

The BPAI has affirmed the Examiner's rejections of claims 1 and 4-34 made in the Final 
Office Action dated September 7, 2005, in which: 

Claims 1, 4-6, 9, and 34 were rejected 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicants' admitted prior art (AAPA) in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,383,048 to Yang, et al. and 
fiirther in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,195,142 to Gvotoku, et al . 

Claims 10, 11, 13-15, 18 and 19-21, and 25 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a)as 
being unpatentable over Applicants' prior art in view of Yang, et al . 

Claims 26-33 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(as) as being unpatentable over 
Applicants' prior art in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,811,177 to Shi, et al . 

Claims 12 and 22 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicants' admitted prior art and Yang, et al. and fiirther in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,195,142 
to Gyotoku, et al . 

Claims 7 and 8 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103a) as being unpatentable over 
Apphcants' admitted prior art, Yang, et al. , Gvotoku, et al. and fiirther in view of U.S. Patent No. 
6,180,176 to Gledhill, et al . 

Claims 16, 17, 23, and 24 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Applicants' admitted prior art and Yang, et al. and fiirther in view of Gledhill, et al . 
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Moreover, Applicants respectfully submit that claims 10-33 are also patentable over the 
applied references, and therefore the rejections of claims 10-33 should be withdrawn. 

Applicants respectfiiUy submit that at least claims 1 and 4-34 are in condition for 
allowance.
